request the W ashington government to 
withdraw the squadron, but will call 
H ay’s attention to th'* deîic ite situation 
pi in Turkey, hopin'î^ that the state depart­ 
ment may do .something to relieve the em- 
barassm m t of the porte. 


Ko word has rcached the minister of 
the attack on the American vicc con.sul at 
Beirut and he has been without olTlcial 
advices concerning events in Turkey for 
more than a week- There is a possdbillty 
the Wajihington government ntóy be of 
service in .solving the sultan's interna- 
;tional dlffieultics and this as w'el! as local 
trouble.s- at Beirut is calling Cheklb Bey 
to Washington. 


Cheklb I3ey has slept little since hear- 
îing the report of the Megel-ssen assassina­ 
tion. The night following he walked the 
; floor until six the nest morning. He was 
ivery much relieved on learning to day th at 
IMcgclssen w'as not dead. In an interview 
‘he admitted that the outlook in Turkey 
îw'as bad. 
He insists Turki.sh authorities 
; of Beirut would protect Americans. 
He 
[expressed regret and promised to do all 
?pos.sible to apprehend the guilty person, 
¡Beside tlie foreign oiïlcc had olTered the 
istrongest official a.^surances to the same 
ielTect. 
He thought the Magels.'jon affair 
iwithout political significance and expres.s- 
led the opinion the attack was made by a 
fl>crsonal enemy of the vice consul. 


Chekib Bey hoped diplomatic relations 
¡would not be severed and could think of 
biothing more di.sastrous. 
He 
had 
not 
fheard the rum or the American program 
^called for seizure of ports in event that 
[the sultan refused the demand and that 
[this would be followed by the recall of 
fLoitíhman and possibly his own de!>arture. 
jHe expressed hope the situation was not 
¿that bad. but would of course go if the 
lUnited*States government decided on his 
irdeparture. He also hoped the W ashington 
Igovernment would appreciate the present 
Ifdtuation in Turkey and not insist on a 
lunal adjustm ent of all pending controver- 
|sfes until Interior troubles have quieted.

When a young man Mr, Fuller lived In 
St. Paul, He m arried a St. Paul girl, but 
their matrimonial experiences were un 
jilca.sant. While he w'as awa.v from home 
a daughter was born. He returned home 
two weeks after the ev en t and was told 
by relatives of his wife that the child had 
died. In fact, the child had been .spirited 
away and the mother shortl.v went to join 
it. A year after the mother died and Mr. 
Fuller was not told that the child was 
.still alive. 
He went into bu-siness in a 
western town and was successful. He led 
a bachelor's life. TWo weeks ago he was 
informed by a friend that his daughtei 
was alive in the Illinois town.

New York, Aug. 29.—Ham burg Belle won 
the Futurity, six furlongs, at Sheepshead 
bay to day by a length. Leonidas, second; 
The Minute Man, third, live lengths be­ 
hind Leonidas. Time, 1:13. 


Hamburg Belle’s performance, full .six 
furlongs in 1:13, Is the record for a race 
at that distance. From 1892 to 1901 inclu­ 
sive the Futurity course was seventeen 
Xeet short of six furlongs. Savable made 
a record of 1 ;14 last year. Throughout ghe 
was the .«pccdlest and at the end the gam- 
est, coming on in the heaviest part of the 
track near the rail with the courage of an 
amazon and swiftness of the wind. Fuller 
rode with perfect judgmen. When Leon­ 
idas challenger, a sixteenth from the fin­ 
ish. he struck Ham burg Belle with his 
whip and her spirit rebelled and she leap­ 
ed sideways six feet, reducing her length s 
lead to nothing. With lightning intuition 
the boy dropped his whip an d 'sittin g to 
ride called on the beautiful filly to do her 
best. 
Nobly she re.sponded and .spurting 
away shook off her sturdy half brother, 
winning the greatest 2-year-old prize of 
the world. $50,0l»0, by a head. 


The track was very heavy most of the 
distance because of rain of the past two 
days and it was drizzling so hard w'hen 
the horses reached the Futurity chute 
that the.v were almost invisible from the 
srand stand. After five minutes delay the 
big field got away in excellent alignment. 
Fuller held Hamburg Belle in restraint 
through the dip where the going was soft­ 
er. but when he reached hard ground just 
before the elbow he let her down a bit and 
her head show'cd in front as the leaders 
swept into the stretch. Delhi went back 
cjuiekly, but the despised Lady Amelia had 
joined the front ranks. 
Hamburg Belle 
and Leonidas alone were prominent when 
the stretch was reached. Little Em hung 
on well, but Broomstick was out of it, 
his stable mate. Audience, runnning far 
belter. 
Passing the last eighth pole it 
was Hamburg Belle by a length, Leonidas 
half a length and Little Em third. 
But 
Ham burg Belle was tipping along easily 
and l..eonidas responding to Redfern’s 
desperate riding forced her faster an^ 
faster and the two sped away from the 
others. 
Leonidas drew up on the filly. 
Bith were in the center of the track and 
the best going. 
A sixteenth from home, 
Hamburg Belie on the inside and still a 
length in th^ lead. Fuller saw the little 
fellow’s head bobbing closer and closer 
and drawing his whip cut the filly on the 
flank. 
She shrank aw'ay from the blow, 
evidently disconcerted, but not in coward­ 
ice. H er spring carried her into the deep 
mud near the rail and when Fuller saw 
his error and set to w’ork in a flash with 
hands and heels to mend it the response 
was magnificent. Ham burg Belle stralglit- 
ened out like 
a 
greyhound 
and shot 
through the mud toward tlie near goal. 
In a second she was going faster than 
I.«eonidas and in a moment more was 
home first, winner and the greatest turf 
heroine of 1903. 


Ham burg Belle is the third filly to win 
the Futurity. The others were The But­ 
terfly and L'Alouette. H er owner, Paget, 
Is credited with winning $30,000 by her vic­ 
tory and winnings of John J. Ryan, a 
western turf owner, are placed at ^,000. 
Sidney Paget, who is registered as lessee 
of 
Ham burg 
Belle’s running qualities 
from the estate of Marcus Daly, received 
$36,.300 as the w inner's share.

There will be two changes in the 
faculty of the institutieai this year 
Miss Lucile Elliott will be at the 
heftfl' of. the tyiiewriting department 


5Uid Mr: J. Fred Williams, of Bhif 
1:»pi:ng5, will bo in charge of the book 
keeping department. Both are grad 
uates "of the local sc^hool and have 
supplemented their training with a 
course at the instructors’ summer 
school, conducted each year at the 
Peoria instUution. They are therefore 
fully equippcîd for their work anc 
will no doubt prove competent 
structors. 


It is planned this year to conduct 
a night school beginning (3ct. 1. The 
cftiirse will be offered three evenings 
a week from 7 to 0 o’clock with 
special instructor in charge. It has 
>een several years since tlie eoriege 
las conducted a night school, but. the 
applications have been so numerous 
th?it it was deemed atlvisalile to meet 
this demand. 


The prospect for attendance is most 
irratifying and up to the present time 
tho application list has been 
the 
armrest in the history of the institu­ 
tion. 
Tuesday is registration day 
uid the enrollment will not be known 
ujitil that time. The school generally 
ins its largest attendance during the 
months of November, December am 
.Tanuary. when the pupils number as 
ligh as ICO.
